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Build a better future 


P RINCE Andrew 
visited Pembury 
Estate to launch 
a new scheme to 
boost apprenticeships in the 
construction industry. 

A jobs fair held by 
Peabody housing attracted 
hundreds of young people 
looking to get one of 161 
apprenticeships on offer 
from a consortium of 17 
construction companies. 

The scheme is backed 
by the Evening Standard’s 
‘Ladder for London’ 
campaign and supported by 
employers including Mace, 
builders of the iconic Shard. 

The Duke of York 
addressed the young 
people, encouraging them 
to keep searching for work 
and to seize opportunities. 

He said: “By coming 
here, you are showing 
leadership and aspiration. 
You have a chance to

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communities and with it,

change your life and 
reshape your communities 
and with it, this city. This is 
a great opportunity, grab it 
with both hands.” 

Peabody are currently 
building the new Pembury 
Circus development 
and led the consortium 
of companies offering 
placements for young 
unemployed people. 

The job fair attracted 
young people from all 
over London. Nasu 
Kamara, 21, said: “I’m 
currently studying to 
become an electrician and 
working part time in a 
shop. I’m looking for an 


apprenticeship in electrical 
engineering as I enjoy 
practical work, as well 
as getting on and doing a 
rewarding job.” 

Students from City 
Academy Hackney also 
attended to find out what 
types of work would be 
available when they left 
school. Mariah Darko- 
Coby, 14, said: “At school 
we are researching and 
investigating our future 
opportunities, what we’d 
like to be and how we can 
achieve success.” 

As well as hearing from 
the Duke of York and 
employers, the Council’s 


Chief Executive, Tim 
Shields, explained why 
Hackney had decided to 
back the scheme. 

He said: “Hackney has 
a young population and it’s 
vital we ensure our young 
people, and in particular 
those who are most 
deprived, are in the 
best possible position to 
take advantage of the 
exciting opportunities. 

“We are continuing 
to develop a strong 
partnership with Peabody 
built around the shared 
vision of a borough where 
every young person has the 
opportunity to share in the 
prosperity of all.”

A YOUNG resident has been 
shortlisted for a national award 
which recognises those who 
‘go above and beyond’ to help 
their neighbours. 

Bianca Dorsett is a finalist in 
the most outstanding resident 
category of the National Federation 
of ALMOs (NFA) awards. 

They recognise the hard work and achievements of 
individual housing staff, tenants and resident groups to 
improve the lives of neighbours and the communities 
in which they live and work. Finalists were chosen from 
more than 1 1 0 entries across eight categories. 

Bianca has worked on many projects on her estate 
through the Flackney Flomes youth engagement project. 
She led a consultation linked to research by Flackney 
Youth Parliament into the riots of 201 1 , and is now a 
key member of the Flackney Flomes Youth Active 
Residents Group. 

Rupert Tyson, Chair of Flackney Flomes board, said: “It 
is wonderful that Bianca has been recognised. There are 
many inspirational residents in Flackney who are doing 
great things for the community and it’s great that the NFA 
awards allows us to highlight their achievements”

Robinson, 66, said: “I’m 
thrilled, flattered and a 
little gobsmacked to have 
received this recognition 
from my country.

society, and the plight 
of the infirm, elderly 
and their carers. 

“I also pledge that 
from this day on I’ll 
slaughter all unruly 
dragons, and rescue 
any damsels in distress 
who request my help.” 

Others on the list 
included the Hackney 
duo who created the 
London 2012 Olympic 
torch. Edward Barbar 
and Jay Osgerby will 
receive OBEs for 
services to design. 
Based at studios in 
Shoreditch, Jay called 


it ‘a defining moment’ 
in his career. Edward 
added that it was a 
fantastic surprise. 

Marie Tejani, founder

PROPOSALS to protect the iconic Dalston Peace Mural will 
be considered by the Council’s Cabinet on 24 June. 

Hackney bought the Dalston Lane building, which the 
anti-war artwork is painted on, in 201 0 to ensure it could 
not be sold to a company which did not want to preserve 
the mural. Recently, local pub group Dalston Lane Property 
LLP - which owns a neighbouring building - has offered 
to lease the property. Their plans to open a pub and dining 
rooms will involve spending more than £420,000 to repair 
the building, and conserve and restore the mural. 

Cllr Karen Alcock, Cabinet Member for Property and 
Housing Policy, said: “Dalston Peace Mural is a part 
of Hackney’s cultural history and we are committed to 
preserving it. Unfortunately a large amount of work is 
needed to make sure the derelict building does not fall into 
further disrepair. These plans would allow us to return it to 
a usable condition, which would not be possible without the 
significant investment this agreement would bring.”

Property LLP to repair structural damage and protect the 
local landmark.

Wright, added: “This is 
amazing; children round 
here don’t have outside 
space. They live in small 


apartment blocks. To 
play out with their friends 
at school and with their 
families is really special.” 

Headteacher Jenny Lewis 
got involved with the play 
activities. She said: “This 
is a good opportunity for 
parents to talk to each 
other. We’ve got a really 
good, growing PTA, but 
we’ve still got work to 
do and this is one step to 
bringing younger children 
closer to the older ones.”

If approved, residents who currently use services at 
four different centres - Sam and Annie Cohen Day Care 
Centre, E5; Median Road Resource Centre, E5; Marie 
Lloyd Day Care Centre, E8; and Trowbridge, E9 - would 
instead move to the new resource centre. 

The Council will also provide a wide range of community 
based support, including day long activity programmes, 
classes and clubs. The aim is to provide a better overall 
service for residents with dementia, physical disabilities, 
learning disabilities, and older people. 

The plans will not come into effect until at least 201 5, and 
are expected to deliver savings of around £1 million. They 
would result in the closure of the Sam and Annie Cohen 
Day Care Centre and Trowbridge, while the Median Road 
centre would be used by the Council and local NHS to 
support people to cope with issues like a fall or stroke. 
The new centre would include spaces for residents with 
dementia and adults with complex or multiple disabilities. 
Individual transition plans would be put in place to ensure 
each service user is supported through the changes. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health, 
Social Care and Culture, said: “The new look service will 
give people more choice and varied activities. It will mean 
change for some of our most vulnerable residents, and I 
understand this will cause anxiety. I will work to ensure 
no change happens until everything is in 
place for a smooth transition, with 
benefits for all using our services.” 
Consultation with day centre 
users found that most wanted 
more choice and flexibility 
around activities. Figures also 
show that fewer people are using 
the centres. 
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Prudential RideLondon is a new, 
world-class festival of cycling.

Entering the 
hall of fame 


S TOKE Newington 
author Sally 
Gardner has joined 
a prestigious 
list including C S Lewis, 
Arthur Ransome and Terry 
Pratchett in winning this 
year’s Carnegie Medal for 
children’s fiction. 

In claiming the prize she 
will be inducted into the 
Children’s Books Hall of 
Fame. For someone once 
dubbed ‘unteachable’ 
and written off due to 
her dyslexia, this is an 
opportunity to inspire 
young people and to tell 
them how she views it as a 
gift and not a disability. 

She says: “I think of it 
as an incredible gift which 
influences the way I see and 
the way I feel about words; 
it gives me a different angle 
on life and time.” 

Her latest book, ‘Maggot 
Moon’, which also scooped 
the 2012 Costa Children’s 
Book Award, stands outside 
of time, set in a neo-Nazi 
state in an alternate 1950s. 
Described by many as 
‘dystopian’, Sally rejects this 
term, but acknowledges the 
subject is very challenging 
for young readers. 

She says: “What’s become 
clear is that my book was 
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beating within it and I love 
being here watching the a a 

world go by ww. 
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the ‘Marmite’ book on the 
shortlist - which some loved 
and others loathed.” 

The dark subject material 
makes it more suitable for 
young adult audiences, 
and Sally’s books have 
gradually targeted an older 
audience, despite her having 
started out as a children’s 
books illustrator. 

She says: “I have a lot of 
stories which I would like to 
tell without bracketing them 
for specific audiences. I’d 
be fascinated to know what 
would happen if Dickens 
walked into a modern 
publishing house and how 
they would present his 
work. Perhaps: ‘Oh heck, 
it’s got children in it, but it’s 
not young adult’.” 

Sally was 1 1 when 
she was first told she 
was ‘word blind’, being 
diagnosed as dyslexic at 
age 12, and learning to 
read at 14. Indeed, she 
has shared her experience 
of learning to read and 
becoming an author with 
schoolchildren - most 
recently in Hackney, 
on the eve of receiving 
her prize. 

Of the experience 
she says: “I had a 
phenomenally lovely day 
visiting an amazing group 
of youngsters. I didn’t 
succeed at school - didn’t 
do well or get the exams - 
so it’s important for me to 
inspire people to make the 
best use of their gift.” 

Having won the 
Carnegie prize she will 


receive £500 of books to 
donate to her local library in 
Stoke Newington. 

She says: “I’m right next 
door to the library and go 
past it every day. I visited 
the library recently as 
part of Stoke Newington 
Literary Festival and it’s a 
lovely building full of the 
most amazing books you 
would ever find.” 

It’s fitting that Stoke 
Newington Library should 
receive these books, having 
received funding in the 
early 1900s as part of 
philanthropist Andrew 
Carnegie’s plan to establish 
free libraries, with more 
than 2,800 built across the 
English speaking world. 

Sally is settled in 
Hackney, having been 
brought up in neighbouring 
Islington and living as a 
student in Dalston. 

She enthuses: “I 
love it here - it is very 
multicultural. Hackney is an 
extraordinary success story 
of migration and of people 
living well together. It has 
such a heart beating within 
it and I love being here 
watching the world go by. 
No other part of London 
does it so well.” 

And on winning the 
Carnegie medal, she 
concludes: “I have a smile as 
wide as Church Street - it’s 
the biggest achievement of 
my life, like the moment 
when people set their 
handprints in concrete 
in Hollywood. It’s an 
incredible feeling.”

New app launched to report abandoned trolleys 


News in brief 


NEW smartphone 

B ^Lapp has been 
^L^Aaunched to help

abandoned shopping 
trolleys. 

Residents can contribute 
to keeping Hackney clean 
and green by using the free 
app so a 24-hour collection 
service can locate the 
trolleys and return them. 

The Canal & River Trust 
is backing the scheme 


because around 3,000 
shopping trolleys are 
dumped in the nation’s 
waterways each year. 

Jeff Whyatt, of the Trust, 
said: “If you were to stack 
all the trolleys we recover 
on top of one another, 
they’d be taller than Canary 
Wharf. Abandoned trollies 
are hazardous for boaters, 
endanger wildlife and, as a 
charity, we have to spend 
thousands of pounds to

retrieve them, money that 
could otherwise go towards 
improving the canals.” 

In total, more than 
400,000 trolleys go missing 
in the UK every year, 
causing an environmental 
headache for local 
authorities, which are 
responsible for rounding 
them up. Councils charge 
the owner for returning 
them - often by way of fines 
- to try and cover the costs 
incurred. Which means the 
big supermarket chains are 
also behind the scheme. 

Developed by Wanzl for 


use on most smartphones, 
the Trolleywise app allows 
residents to photograph 
an abandoned trolley, 
triggering a GPS location 
system that summons a 
collection team. 

For every trolley collected, 
the company will make a 
donation to charity Trees 
for Cities.

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CLAPTON PARK THEATRE, 

OLEJ7ARW FOAP- 


On Sunday next, 7th Nov. 
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W ALKING along 
Glenarm Road, 
house numbers 
79 and 81 don’t 
quite seem to fit in with 
those around them. 

Although it is obvious 
they have been altered over 
the years, there’s something 
about the ironwork 
balconies and stone 
balustrades that suggest the 
two buildings were once 
something more than the 
townhouses they are today. 

In fact, the house facades 
preserve the last remaining 
fragments of what was once 
the Theatre Royal Clapton 
Park, an almost forgotten 
establishment that only 
existed for just over a 
decade. The founder of 
the theatre was Thomas 
Turner from Southwold, 
Suffolk, who set up 
business in Bethnal Green 
as a chemist in 1856, and as 
a surgeon in 1862. 

For unknown reasons, 
Turner was set on 
running a theatre and by 
1869 had applied to the 
Hackney Board of Works 
for permission to erect 
Glenarm House, then 
almost the only building in 
Glenarm Road. 

By 1875, he had built a 
theatre behind the house. 
The stage, orchestra, stalls 
and pit were housed in 
the basement, the balcony 
along with boxes holding 
15 seats were on the ground 
floor, and the gallery on the 
first floor. Across the yard 
was a separate building 
used as dressing rooms and 
workshops. Other dressing 
rooms, refreshments rooms, 
plus the entrances and exits 
were all located within the 
converted houses which still 
contained some living space 
for Turner and his family.

Final curtain call 


by J T Robinson, father- 
in-law of famed architect 
Frank Matcham, who took 
over Robinson’s business 
when he died and went on 
to design many theatres, 
including Hackney Empire. 

The first known 
production was on 13 
March 1873, with a 
programme consisting 
of ‘The Ticket of Leave 
Man’, ‘The Siamese Twins’ 
and a ‘miscellaneous 
entertainment’. Not only 
did the Hackney Gazette 
make no mention of 
this or almost any other 
production, nor did the 
national theatre press, 
making it difficult to trace 
the theatre’s history.

Hackney-born comedian 
Edmund Payne (1863- 
1914) who worked at the 
theatre when aspiring to be 
a serious actor. 

He later recalled his 
appearance as the second 
gravedigger in ‘Hamlet’, 
a production that was a 
tragedy in more ways than 
one. He wrote: “The revival 
was an awful failure. 
Everything conspired to 
ruin our art. Our Hamlet 
had so strong a Scots accent 


that no one knew what he 
was saying, Yorick’s skull 
was made out of a large 
swede turnip, and in sight 
of the audience someone 
stood on it and squashed 
it, and, worst of all, the 
scenery fell on the King and 
Queen until their heads 
protruded through the 
canvas. We meant well, 
but it was heartbreaking, 
and next day we changed 
the bill.’ 

It is known that the 


theatre’s name changed 
in September 1876 to 
the Hackney Theatre, 
informally known as the 
‘Royal’ Hackney Theatre, 
but by late 1878 the 
premises had been closed 
for some months, probably 
due to rebuilding. 

The ‘grand reopening’ of 
11 October 1879 did make 
it into the Gazette, although 
the full story of the 
production of ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin’ wasn’t reported: at 
midday on the opening date 
lead actor Basil Morton 
sent a note to say that 
he had accepted another 
engagement elsewhere and 
to let the unknown bearer 
of his message take his part 
instead. The public weren’t 


impressed by the change, 
and after three nights the 
show closed. 

A safety report by the 
Metropolitan Board of 
Works in 1882 described 
the theatre as very 
dilapidated and unfit for 
use, as well as being too far 
from the nearest fire station. 
It was recommended that 
the theatre’s licence be 
withheld and in 1884 it 
lapsed. In these final years 
the premises were used as 
a music hall that was ‘a 
decided nuisance to the 
neighbourhood’, probably 
partly due to the free toys 
and whistles handed out 
to children. 

From 1884 onwards, 
the building was used 
to host meetings and 
became known as ‘the old 
dusthole’ due its derelict 
state. Methodist minister 
Thomas Jackson used it as 
a mission hall, but found it 
to be ‘the most insanitary 
and uninviting building that 
[I have] ever attempted to 
use for religious services.’ 
Jackson moved on to the 
purpose built Clapton Park 
Tabernacle in Blurton Road 
two years later. 

In February 1894, plans 
were submitted for erecting 
three houses on the site, 
signalling the final curtain 
call for Hackney’s very own 
‘Royal Theatre’.

Chicken curry 

Serves 4 


Ingredients 

• /2 kg of diced chicken thighs 
•3 diced onions 

• 1 chilli, diced 
•50g of ginger, diced 
•3 cloves of garlic, diced 
•60g clarified butter 

• 10 cardamom pod seeds 
•4 cloves 

• 1 cinnamon stick 

• 1 tbsp coriander seeds 

• 2 tbsp cumin seeds 

• 1 tbsp fennel seeds 

• 1 tbsp tumeric 

•2 tbsp garam masala 
•1 tbsp chilli powder 
•3 tbsp tomato puree 
•2 tbsp chopped coriander 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

1 hour 


•1 tin coconut milk 

•500ml vegetable stock 

Method 

• Marinate chicken thighs with lemon juice, chilli powder and 
half of the garam masala for 30mins 

• Heat saucepan and add clarified butter. Pour in diced onions, 
garlic, chilli and ginger before adding the cinnamon stick, 
cumin seeds, coriander seeds, cloves and the cardamom pod 
seeds. Cook until golden brown 

• Add tomato puree, turmeric and the rest of the garam masala 
to the onions and seasoning. Pour in vegetable stock and 
leave to simmer for 10 mins 

• In a separate pan, fry chicken pieces to seal in the flavour, 
then cook in a pre heated oven at 1 60C for 5 mins 

• Now add the chicken to the sauce. Once fully coated, pour in 
coconut milk and reduce for 1 0 mins 

• Sprinkle chopped coriander and serve with naan and/or rice.
